FREEDMAN’S AID SOCIETY. 
'TWO BOLD BANDITS 
MAKE A RICH HAUL 


Constantinople, Nov. 12.—The Eng­ 
lish mission near Jerusalem has been 
attacked by a riotous mob. The mis­ 
sionaries escaped, 
but 
some of the 
servants of the mission were killed. 
As a result of the exchange of num­ 
erous telegrams between the repre­ 
sentatives of the powers and their re­ 
spective governments, lasting nearly 
all Saturday and Sunday, an important 
meeting of the ambassadors was held 
Sunday, and the situation was thor­ 
oughly discussed. Finally it was de­ 
cided to send fresh representations to 
the Turkish minister for foreign af­ 
fairs, Tewfik Pasha, renewing, in much 
stronger language, the demands ad­ 
dressed by the ambassadors to Tewfik 
Pasha’s predecessor, Said Pasha, on 
Nov. 5, and insisting upon being in­ 
formed, without further delay, as to 
what measures the porfe contemplates 
taking in order to restore order in Ar­ 
menia, and reminding the Turkish gov­ 
ernment that it has already been noti­ 
fied of the intention of the powers, act­ 
ing in concert, to take their own steps 
in the matter should it develop that 
the action of the porte is inadequate to 
deal with the state of anarchy prevail­ 
ing in Anatolia. 
It is known that the sultan still re­ 
fuses to believe that the powers are in 
aocord as to the action to be taken in 
case of the porte’s failure to restore 
order in 
the 
Turkish 
empire. 
No 
amount of persuasion 
seems to 
be 
strong enough to bring Abdul Hamid 
to reason, and the opinion is freely ex­ 
pressed that nothing q^iort of a naval 
demonstration will awaken the Turks 
to a realization of the actual condition 
of affaire. 
It is true that a semblance of activ­ 
ity is displayed by the porte. 
It an­ 
nounced yesterday that it had decided 
to call out many reserves, and that steps 
were being taken to send 120,000 troops 
against the Kurds; but, in view of the 
financial situation here, it is considered 
more than doubtful whether the porte 
would be able to carry out its plans, 
even if there were a genuine desire to 
suppress the uprising, which has now 
become almost general throughout Ar­ 
menia. 
The most horrible accounts are con­ 
stantly arriving here, in spite of the ef­ 
forts taken to suppress them, of massa­ 
cres and depredations in the eastern 
provinces, in which the Kurdish tribes 
are said to have perpetrated atrocities 
more terrible than any before credited 
to them. 
It is stated upon apparently 
good authority that whole districts of 
Erzeroum and Sivias, the scenes of so 
much bloodshed in the past, have been 
devasted by the Kurds, who have wiped 
village after village out of existence 
r nd that the sword and fire are sweep­ 
ing over the country. The rioting and 
bloodshed at Erzeroum are said to have 
been much more serious than any re­ 
ports previously made public have pie 
tured them, and it is asserted that even 
the presence of Shakir Pasha with his 
troops failed to stop the massacre. The 
unresisting Armenian men, women and 
children were bludgeoned to death by 
hundreds on the streets. 
A traveler who arrived here recently 
from Trebizond says that he met be­ 
tween Erzeroum and Baiburt 300 wo 
men, who fell on their knees by the | 
roadside, imploring protection, saying 
that their husbands were murdered, and 
that they were starving and homeless. 
The rising of the Druses is extending 
on all sides, and several villages of the 
district of Bauran has been destroyed 
by fire. 


Gathering of Representative Methodist 
Clergymen at Chicago. 
Chicago, Nov. 12.—Representatives of 
the Freedman’s Aid and Southern Edu­ 
cational Societies 
of 
the Methodist 
Episcopal church met yesterday at the 
First Methodist Episcopal church. Dr. 
R. S. Rust, of Cincinnati, who is spoken 
of as the founder of the society, gave a 
brief account of its origin and history. 
The first business of the meeting was 
to hear the report of the board of man­ 
agers for the years 1894 and 1895, which 
was read by Dr. J. C. Hartzell. In brief 
the report shows that during the past 
year forty-four institutions of learning 
have been maintained. Of these twen­ 
ty-two are among the colored people, 
with 304 teachers and 4,845 students. 
Twenty-two schools 
are 
among the 
white people, with 169 teachers and 
3,880 students, thus giving a teaching 
force of 437 and a total enrollment of 
8,725. The school property is valued at 
$1,969,800, of which $1,691,800 is owned 
by the society. During the year end­ 
ing June 30, 1895, the total receipts 
were $367,869 and the expenditures 
were $358,560, leaving a balance in the 
treasury amounting to $9,369. Of the 
above amount $250,560 was expended 
directly in school work. The indebted­ 
ness of the society is $185,390. This 
morning the question of how the col­ 
ections from the conferences can best 
be ii ceased will be taken up. Tonight 
the gi eater part of the representatives 
present will leave for Denver to attend 
the session of the missionary society.

EUROPE IN A FLUTTER. 


Over Rumors 
Dealers in Stocks Uneasy 
of War. 
London, Nov. 12.—The stock markets 
here reflect the uncertainty on the con­ 
tinent over the rumors of war. 
The 
action of the Imperial Bank at Berlin 
n raising its discount r&tesfend the fall 
of the price of securities in Paris left a 
general state of insecurity. 
Prices 
were better yesterday in all depart­ 
ments. 
The recovery would have been 
more marked but for the anxiety felt in 
regard to the coming settlement. 
A 
series of failures is feared here and 
abroad. 
It appears already that the 
accounts of a firm interested in 60,000 
shares, of which 30,000 are Chartereds, 
are now being closed. 
Many others, 
mostly small, will, it is feared, suc­ 
cumb. 
Paris, Nov. 12.—The Rappel says the 
great financial houses have decided to 
place at the disposal of the market from 
50,000,000 to 100,000,000 francs ($9,500,- 
000 to $19,000,000) in order to facilitate 
a settlement. The speech of the mar­ 
quis of Salisbury? delivered in London 
on Saturday last, has had a good effect 
here. 


Smallpox in Arkansas. 
Little Rock, Ark., Nov. 12.—Dr. H. 
C. Dunavant of this city, a member of 
the state board of health, received a 
letter from Dr. J. H. Hale of Osceola, 
Mississippi county, yesterday, stating 
that the smallpox in his county was 
spreading among the negroes and the 
situation was alarming, and great un 
easiness prevails among the citizens in 
and near Osceola. The citizens are do 
ing their utmost to stop the spread of 
the disease. So far there have been at 
least fifty cases. 


Held Up the Agent of the Wells Fargo 
Express Co. at Colorado Springs 
and Compelled Him To Open Up the 
Safe In The Depot—Thieves Made 
Their Escape. 


Colorado Springs, Colo, Nov. 12.—A 
few minutes after midnight last night 
news reached police headquarters that 
the Santa Fe Wells-Fargo express agent 
at this point had been held up and re­ 
lieved of $20,000 in cash. 
The Santa Fe fast Chicago train ar­ 
rived here at 9:42 and stopped. 
The 
agent, George Krout, stepped out on the 
platform to attend to the express mat­ 
ter, and after arranging everything 
waved his hand at the messenger on the 
train and it pulled out of the depot, 
south-bound toward Pueblo. 
The train moved out and after its de­ 
parture the night agent busied himself 
as is customary for a time on the plat­ 
form arranging matters for a later 
train. 
The departing train was out of sight 
in a few moments around the bend in 
the road and the agent was on the point 
of turning back into the station when 
someone commanded; 
“Throw up your hands.” 
He whirled around to see two short, 
thick-set and heavily masked men, each 
of whom held a revolver in his hands. 
“Move quick, and get into the sta­ 
tion,” came the order. 
The agent passed back into the room, 
Where he was told to open the safe. 
This he at first refused to do, but the 
cold steel of the muzzle of the revolvers 
staring him in the face was too much 
for him. He started to say something, 
but was told to keep quint. 
When the robbers Aret entered the 
place they found a $15,000 package ly­ 
ing on the table. This Krout told them 
was all he had, but he finally admitted 
that there was $5,000 more in the safe. 
They forced him to open the strong box 
and give them the $5,000, but when he 
closed the door he shut in $35,000 that 
the robbers knew nothing about. 
Krout was then made to undress him­ 
self and go to bed and cover himself, 
and while lying there the thieves made 
their escape. 
The place where the robbery oc­ 
curred is on the outskirts of the' town 
east of the city, and 
is brilliantly 
lighted by great arc electric lights on 
a?! sides. The place where the money 
was kept was in a small house two hun­ 
dred yards from the depot and divided 
into two compartments. Krout sleeps 
there. 
There had been shipped by Wells- 
Fargo yesterday upward of $50,000 to 
the Cripple Creek gold fields, and the 
thieves must have known of it, for they 
were abrupt and seemed to know what 
they were doing. 
They escaped in 
the 
direction of 
Pike’s Peak avenue, and M. D. Andre, 
the Wells-Fargo head agent here, is 
now in pursuit with blood hounds.

Ont., Nov. 12.—Opinion on 
this side of the line appears to differ 
from President Cleveland’s interpreta­ 
tion of the treaty of 1817 regarding the 
right of Canada or the United States to 
build warships on the great lakes. Sir 
Charles Tupper, tile Canadian minis­ 
ter of justice, formerly minister of ma­ 
rine, being asked whether Canada has 
not infringed the treaty in construct­ 
ing cruisers on the lakes, said they 
were 
only 
revenue cruisers. 
The 
treaty stipulates that the naval force 
of each country shall consist of not 
more than one vessel not exceeding IOO 
tons burden and armed with one 18- 
pound cannon on Lake Ontario, two 
such vessels on the upper lakes and one 
such vessel on Lake Champlain. 
A doubt has arisen over the clause in 
which it was agreed that all other 
armed vessels on those lakes should be 
dismantled and that no other vessels 
of war should be there built or armed. 
The Canadian government has built 
three armed cruisers on the lakes since 
1891—the Curfew, the Constance and 
the Petrel. The Constance and her sis­

DEFENSE OF DAMLI. 


It was sultry in the smoking room. 
For one thing the weather was hot, for 
another, the commodore had just finish­ 
ed a yarn.

We’ve all heard of suppressed 
dispatches and ingratitude in high id laces 
lest the feather bed step dancers should 
be replaced by men. 
“ It was in—never mind the date, sir, 
and nevermind the place. If I mention­ 
ed them, you would recall tho episode, 
and it is not for me to boast by telling 
the full extent of the services it was my 
good fortune to render this country. 
“ A foreign power (no, sir, I will 
mention no name—damme, sir! I hope 
I know my duty better than to rekindle 
international complications) had stirred 
up the niggers against us. I was in com­ 
mand of Fort Damli, sir, at that time, 
with a handful of men—a mere handful

only thing they had supplied us with 
from home, and mowed them down by 
the dozens. When they reached the walls 
m y boys, giving them cold pig, took tea 
with the niggers. 
“ I used to sit on the powder maga­ 
zine, smoking a cheroot, as comfortably 
as I ’m doing now. Gad, sir, how it all 
comes back to me! That little devil of 
a drummer used to nip out after the 
fight and»mend his drum with niggers’ 
skins. After about a fortnight of it we 
had the niggers piled up th ice deep fac­ 
ing the fort. 
“ Well, we had held that fort for 
seven weeks—no, damme, let’s be ac­ 
curate, for 48 days—and we looked like 
holding it for seven years, or until there 
wasn’t a nigger left to come on, when 
one afternoon, it was about half past 4 
on Feb. 21—I ’m not likely to forget 
that date in a burry—Lieutenant Simp­ 
kins of the Bombardiers, my subaltern, 
ca mo to me and said: ‘I t’s all up, sir. 
Wo haven’t a round of ammunition left, 
and the niggers are preparing for a gen­ 
eral assault tonight. ’ He was a brave 
man, was Simpkins—fell afterward at 
Soringapatam, cut clean in half by a 
cannon ball—but he looked a bit scared 
then. 
“ ‘Is that all?' I said offhand. ‘Then 
we shall have some fun w ith the bayo­ 
net. 
I am surprised at you, sir, for re­ 
porting such a trifle. ’ After this rebuke 
I turned away, when the little drummer 
almost ran into me in his excitement. 
“ ‘Captain,’ said he, sainting—I was

Does the “new woman” read a differ­ 
ent class of books from her predecessor, 
the old-fashioned woman? 
This is the query I gave some librari­ 
ans to answer, and I learned in return 
that the new woman does. 
“I don’t 
mean to say,” one replied, “that every 
woman who comes in to get a book 
eschews the romantic and new, but the 
surprising fact is that so many actually 
ask for the deepest works on political 
subjects. 
My assistant and myself 
were at first amused, now we regard it 
as a significant movement. 
The change began, I gathered from a 
consensus of reports, about three years 
ago; since then it has rapidly broadened 
and deepened. 
All works on sociology 
and political science are called for as 
eagerly by one sex as the other. The 
favorites seem to be Prof. Ely’s series 
on political science. All governmental 
questions are carefully studied, and 
anything that relates to the tariff is 
popular. 
“To my mind,” said an aged keeper 
of books, “the American woman, as she 
is represented in New York by her 
reading, is developing in apolitical way 
marvelously; not that it will have any 
effect in helping them to obtain suf­ 
frage, but such powers will make them 
powers behind the throne.”
